Unable to speak owing to the burn- 
ed condition of his mouth and throat,

It got.settied into my mouth 
1 made the tea about half-past three 
in the afternoon I was using the 
permanganate for mending my hands 
with. I got struck with the muck 
hammer at my work I got the per- 
mManganate trom one of the fellows I 
work with.”

The 
census office figures recently issued 
show that Canada registered an ad- 
vance last year of some 350,000, and 
has now a population of approximnte- 
ly seven and a half millions. There is 
every reason for the Dominion to 
make long-sighted preparation in 
commercial and financial machinery, 
in transportation and educational fa- 
cillties and in the still higher aspects 
of national progress, to assume the 
heavy responsibilities that are most 
evidently to be hers during the twen- 
tieth century

Port William gave away a _ street 
which did not belong to it, the Grand 
Trunk “received” the street, but did 
not own it, the city expanded and the 
street became a part of Fort William. 
The city has virtually had returned 
to it a street which it “gave away," 
but which it never owned. The Grand 
Trunk lost that whieh it got,’’ but 
which the government always owned, 

The matter will bethreshed out be- 
fore the Railway Commission this 
month,
